THE RED MAN. 

If forcible ami eloquent langtmgo utter- 
ed by one who is evidently animated 
by a sincere desire to serve a downtrodden 
race can effect au amelioration of thoir 
condition, wo feel sure that a memorial 
which Colonel O.E.S. Maodonald hna ad- 
dressed to the Seoretary of the Interior of 
the United States will materially aid that 
official (should he be bO disposed 1 in re- 
forming the mode of governing the abor- 
igines comprised within the borders of 
the Great Republic. The memorialist, in 
scornful and indignant terms, exposes tuo 
manner in which Indians aro robbod, out- 
raged and murdered under the namo of 
protection at the reservations. He shows 
that there exists a "ring," composed of 
rascally politicians, whose tools the In- 
dian agents are, the membors of which 
fatten on the spoils obtained by withhold- 
ing from the Red Man the supplies gon- 
erously provided for his comfort by the 
United Statos Government. The memor- 
ialist, who has been au eyewitness of soino 
of the atrocities that are almost daily per- 
petrated upon Iudians in tho namo of civ- 
ilization, asks, "What will they say to 
this who tell us with tearful eyes of tho 
atrooities of tho Turks ?" Ho quotes a re- 
mark of Governor (afterwards President) 
Harrison of Indiana to the Legislature of 
his State:— "That the utmost efforts to in 
duce the Indians to tako up arms would 
be unavailing if one only of tho many 
persons who havo committed murder upon 
their people could bo brought to punish 
ment," to prove thopowerlessness of fron 
tier officials or their unwillingness to en 
force the law whore the rights of Indians 
are involved from the earliest days of the 
Republic down to ihe presonttimo. It will 
be & source of pride to all British subjects 
to know that while he condemns tho Ameri 
can Indian policy Col. Mscdonald extol 
that of tho British. He asks, "why is it 
that the Government of Canada aro so 
little disturbed within their borders? Is 
it not for the reason that it always keeps 
faith with the Indian in all its relation 
with him?" He continues, "In Canada the 
laws have an equal bearing upon tho 
white man and tho Indian; the samo pro 
tection to each; the same punishments for 
all infractions. With the Indians within 
the English possessions it requires but a 
few mounted policemen for all the pur- 
poses of good order, while we are saddled 
with the burden of untold numbors of 
generals and staff-offioors, and an army 
with its pomp and profitless parade, and 
marchings and counter-marchingp, do- 
ploying around a handful of holple ; « 
and starving people, and increasing of 
the public debt." At this moment tho 
Governments of British Columbia and 
Canada sustain in the field a commission 
that is actively engaged in settling land 
disputes betwoen whites and Indians, and 
in defining the limits of reservations. 
The cost of this commission has formed 
the subject of some controversy; but we 
feel satisfied that it will be found leas ex- 
pensive in the long run to be just in deal- 
ing with Indians and to satisfy their reas- 
onable demands than to incur tho risk of 
an Indian war with its accompanying 
horrors and great cott. A few months 
since Chief Joseph and his tribe, whose 
territory borders on British Columbia 
took up arms to resist tho absorption of 
their lands by white settlers. We do not 
care to dwell on tho terrible atrocities 
committed by tho tribe in their phrenzy. 
They aro too fresh in people's minds. 
After a pursuit that lasted three months, 
and cost the United States Government 
many bravo lives and a quarter of a 
million dollars, the remnant of the tribe 
were captured and are now consign- 
ed to a reservation, there to be starved, 
robbed, and outraged for the remainder 
of their days. Sitting Bull's story of vio- 
lated treaties and inhuman wrongs is too 
recent to require to be retold. In simple 
and touching language he recounted His 
wrongs in Sunday's Colonimt, and with 
1200 warriors, who lastsua mer vanquish- 
ed and utterly destroyed a bravo Ameri- 
can general and his command of 300 or 
400 men, has thrown hiinsolf upon tho 
protection of tho handful of Canadian 
Mounted Police, exclaiming in effect, 
" Thy people shall bo my people, and 
thy God my God." Surely, it is better 
to win the gratitude and affection of the 
Red Man by dealing "justly and gener- 
ously " with him, than to earn his over- 
lasting hatred by oppressing and robbing 
him of that which ho esteems worth 
more than life itself.

DYKING THE FRASER, 

The proposition of Mr. Derby to tho 
Government and tho Sumas settlers 
amounts to this: The contractor will bind 
himself to dyko and drain a certain por- 
tion of tho Government land in Sumas 
district now subject to e'vernovy in con- 
sideration of the Government convoying 
to him tho wholo or a portion of tho land 
redeemed; and the pooplo of Sumas will 
agreotopay to Mr. Derby tho sum of $5 
for OYory aero of land belonging to them 
now subject to overfiow that ho may drain 
and dyko in a mannor that will roinovo 
its submergonco at any futuro timo be- 
yond tho rango of probability. As the 
Government land at Sumas now staudb it 
is practically worthloss.aud individual en- 
terprise could not grasp and overcome tho 
financial difficulties that would lie in the 
■way of isolatod effort to dyko and drain 
tho farms now periodically subject to 
overflow. Nothing short of united effort 
can accomplish tho end tho Government 
havo in viow— to build a dyko big enough 
and strong onough to bo of tho slightest 
eervico to tho sottlors. A system of drain- 
age and dykago such us Mr. Dorby pro- 
poses would require a largo expenditure 
of money, and in ordor toindueo moneyed 
mon to supply tho "sinows" there must 
bo tho certainty of profit held out. To 
expoot Mr. Derby to invost his means and 
thoso of his associates in redeeming', say, 
50,000 acres of land for which thoro 'is 
now no salo, and for which there will 
novor bo nny demand unless it is first 
ilykod and drained, without at loast ask-

The sav- 
age is more than half right; ho certainly 
sees through the Iudiun policy, as con- 
ducted by our Department of tho Inter- 
ior, nioro clearly than does tho Govern- 
ment with whoso Commissioners ho has 
refused to treat. 



received, Mr. Parnoll made a moderate 
spoech at tho commencement, professing 
still to rogard Mr. Butt as his loader.

authority of tho Homo Rulo parliamen- 
tary party, and reaffirming the leadership 
of Mr. Butt. 

Sir John Bennett, says the London cor- 
respondent of tho Duudoo Advertiser, has 
succumbed to tho Court of Aldermen. At 
least this is what I take to bo the result of 
tho proceedings at the mooting of tho al- 
dermen to-day. Before the Court retired 
to deliberate on the admission of Sir 
John as tho aldorman for tho Ward of 
Cheap, ho was asked whe-thor he 
would tako the case into a court of 
law, and his representative stated that 
having rooeived tho opinion of connsol 
that tho Court of Aldormon jjosscss- 
od au undoubted veto, he would not ap- 
peal to tho Court of Queen's Bench. If 
Sir J ohu Bennett expected that this sub- 
mission would appease tho aldermen ho 
was mistaken. They rotired to dollborate, 
and in a very short time returned with 
tho intimation that they had decided to 
refuse to allow Sir John Bennett to tako 
his seat, As usual, no reason was 
given for tho decision, and it would bo 
most unfair to tho elocted representa- 
tive of tho Ward of Cheap to mention 
the reasons which, according to rumor, 
have guided tho court in its decision, 
Tho aldormon will now fill up tho vacan- 
cy by election themselves, and it is said 
that their, choice will full on Sir Francis 
Lyeott-, The only satisfactory feature in 
these proceedings is that they will direct 
attention to the government of tho city of 
London, and to the ancient and unreform- 
od privileges which its municipality pos- 
sesses. Nothing excites tho energies of 
Reformers so much as a glaring oxample 
of abused power.

Street Crossings. — Is that portion of 
the publio who drire about in carts, wa- 
gons, phiotons and carriages aware that 
for a persou w4io stops a vchielo on a 
crosswalk a Municipal ByJaw provides 
a eevera poualty ? We fear fcliat few aro 
aware of the existence of suuh a by-law ; 
but there novertholeas is one; although it 
is disregarded by many. Nearly every 
day we observe vehicles drawn up on tho 
Postofflco crossing ho as to allow tho dri- 
ver or ono of the occupauts to step dry- 
shod on tho crossiug; tho obstruction is 
left there until the person has ontorecl the 
Postoftico, got his or hor lottors, and ro- 
turncd again dryahod to tho vehicle. In 
the meantime, that thi3 one person may 
avoid getting his or her feet wet or boots 
muddy, what do tho scoro or more of per- 
sons who wish to nso the crossing ? They 
cannot crawl under the vehicle, nor climb 
over it. They daro not vonturo between 
the horse's legs. So thoy must either 
leave tho crossing aud wade through the 
mud, rotraco their stops and try another 
crossing, or await tho return of the porson 
who has ontored tho postotliee to remove 
the obstruction. Wo believe the Police 
nave been instructed to report and sum- 
mons all persons who may iu future vio- 
late the by-law in rospect of crosswalks, 
and we give this timely notico to persons 
who ore ia tho habit ot disregarding it to 
discontinue the practice.

ENQUIRY. — A preliminary enquiry was 
held on Monday last at Captain Cooper's 
offico as to the circumstances attending 
the wrabk of the British bark Swordlish. 
Tho following gontlemou wore present: — 
Captain Dovoreux; Captain Naglo, harbor- 
master; Captain Cooper, receiver of 
wreeks; and Captain Kaymur. Thodepo- 
sitions wero taken of the captain, lirst 
mate und carpenter of tho bark, which 
will bo sent to Englaud for tho a?sistauco 
of tho Board of Trado enquiry. 

The principal banks of Europe now 
hold $851, 591), 000 in coin, compared to 
$888,1577,000 at tho sumo time iu 1870. Of 
this coin tho Bank of England now holds 
8125,110,000, the Bank of Franco 8-1-12, - 
483,000, tho Buuk of Gormauy $183,842,- 
000, tho Bunk of Austria 808,(510,000, the 
Bunk of the Netherlands $62 .335,000, and 
the Baulc of Belgium .$10,100,000. Tho 
loss of spocio during the year was $96,- 
779,000, which appears in tho gain by tho 
United States of about §15,000,000. 

The imports of tho United States for 
the past uino mouths inoreasod $40,784,- 
000 over that of last year, while tho ox- 
ports increasod only §10,903,000. Still, 
tho exports oxcoodod tho imports by $78,- 
800,000. The exports of spocie oxcooded 
tho imports by §24,889,000. Tho produc- 
tion in tho samo time has beon at least 
§05,000.000, being an increaso of $40,- 
000,000 in tho stock of precious metals. 

WitEOK Swordfibh. — Since Saturday 
last tho steamer Monde has boon several 
timos down to tho wreck with a number 
of men to Btrfp tho barque of all sails, 
rigging, &o., and Mr. Spratt has now 
suoccndutl in saving much of tho movablp 
property.

Tuesday, 13th Nov., 1877 
Harris vs. Drummond: — This was a case 
brought at the instance of Sheriff Harris 
to recover $16 00 allowed to ho duo him 
as one of tho winners in the last horse 
race at Beacon Hill. 

Mr. Eobortson appeared for tho plain- 
tiff. The defendant conducted his own 
case. 

Thomas Harris testified that ho was 
present when tho Stewards made tho 
award of $16 GO for him; had asked Mr. 
Drummond several times for tho money, 
but he refused to pay it; nothing was said 
about his (witness) paying a subscription 
of $10. 

One of tho Stewards at tho late 
races, testifiod that ho romemberod a 
meeting held at his offico in Octobor laBt; 
Drummond was there; thoy wont over tho 
tho subscription list; Drummond said he 
had $125 50 and $30 entraneo fees; Harris 
was awardod $10 60 out of that money. 

Defondant said ho did not considor that 
ho should have been summoned, for the 
moniosho had hold wero not iu his con- 
trol at all; us for tho $16 00 that had been 
in tho hands of tho Treasurer; F. Sauu- 
dors had paid $10 for tho sole permission 
of holding a drinking booth during tho 
r.ioes at Boacon Hill and had uot had his 
$10 refunded although several others had 
beeu allowed to havo booths thore; Sauu- 
ders had claimed tho $10 refund und if 
Mr. Harris wore to pay the subscription 
of $10 which he had promised all would 
bo right; ho cousidorod tho awards made 
by the Stewards good.but ho dii- not con- 
sider he owod Mr. Harris any monoy at 
all. 

F. Saunders testified to offoring $10 for 
the oxclusivo privilego of huving a booth 
on Beacon Hill; whilo there ho asked 
Messrs. Drummond and Harris whethor 
any of those having booths on tho hill 
had paid and on hearing that such had 
not paid ho said ho considered that the 
$10 should bo refunded. 

Mr. Drummond said Mr. Harris prom- 
ised $10 as subscription. F. Saunders 
aud Mr. Buwkor wore present when this 
was promised. All tho money ho hud on 
balance wore paid into tho Treasurer, 

In answer to Mr. Robertson defendant 
said that at tho litno tho award wns made 
ho admittod having some monies in his 
hands; at this timo ho agreed to pity Har- 
ris, but tho two other winners in that race 
had told him not to pay; could not swear 
how much money ho had in his charge at 
the time; made a payment of $29.75 to the 
Treasuror prior to the timo tho award was 
made; had not paid any monies over since. 

His Honor said ho had no idea things 
were in this state, and was- very much 
afraid that the racing in this town was not 
iu as good a condition as itmightbe. This 
state of things was really a disgrace to 
tho town. A few men get together aud 
obtain the consent of some of the best men 
in tho place to act as stewards, and then 
whon they (tho sto wards) mako thoir 
ftward, tho others try and make other 
awards to please themselves. Ho would 
now give judgment in favor of tho plain- 
tiff with costs. 

Hayward & Jenkinson vs. S. W. Her- 
ring—Charles Hayward, being sworn, said 
tho amount of thoir claim was $00 for 
goods supplied. Tho defondant had sev- 
eral timos promised to pay tho amount 
but has failed to do so. 

Judgment in favor of plaintiff, with 
costs..

Sudden Death of Hon. A. B. Foster. 

Montreal, Nov. 1.— The sudden death 
this morning of Hon. Asa B. Foster has 
created a sensation here. Ho arrivod in 
this city lust evening at sevon o'clock. 
Aftor supper at tho Ottawa Hotel ho com- 
plained of sovoro pain iu the region of 
tho chest. Dr. Smith was immediately- 
summoned, who prescribed a slight stimu- 
lant, which was administered aud greatly 
relieved tho sufferer. He was dirocted to 
retire to bed, which he did, and, warm 
applications being resorted to, he soon 
expressed himself completely recovered. 
Several gentlemen sat up with him till 
after midnight, when all withdrew ex- 
cept Mr. Foster's sou, Asa B. Foster, who 
remained with his father all night. As 
doceased intended starting for Brock- 
villo early this morning be got up at 3 
a.m., and was in the act of dressing whon 
his son heard some strange sounds pro- 
ceeding from his throat, and rushing to 
his parent's assislauoo he was horrified to 
find him dead. He did not speak a word, 
aud seemod to have passed away without 
pain. His death was from heart diseaso, 
which is hereditary in tho family. Mr. 
FoKter had been prominently identified 
with tho polities of Canada. At Confed- 
eration ho was called to tho Senate, but 
resigned two yoars ago on accepting a 
contract on tho PaeiGo Railroad. There 
is no doubt that tho anxiety and excite- 
ment of tho troublos botwoon tho South- 
eastern aud Passumpsie roads, which cul- 
minated iu his incarceration in ^Irasburg 
gaol a couple of weeks siuco, 'hastened 
his doath. 

Relics of Sir John Franklin. 

New York, Oct. 31. — Thomas Barrett, 
of tho whaling barque Houghton, lost in 
Hudson's Bay, Juno, 1870, has arrived 
horo with a silver spoon hearing Sir John 
Franklin's croBt, which he obtainod from 
an Esquimaux Indian. Tho latter told 
Barrett that the ship from which the 
spoon was obtained was crushed by ice at 
an island near Capo Hallawoll, and that 
tho natives took the crew to near Capo 
Englefield, aud kept them until ono by 
one they perished from cold, hunger, or 
diaoaso. Bamdt says the natives about 
his winter quarters at Marblo Island had 
two other sjjoods, ono with the Franklin 
crest and tho othor having " S.S.S." en- 
graved on it. Those woro purchased by 
tho United States Consul at St. John. 
Tho Esquimaux say tho vessel became a 
total wrock. Sir John Franklin was with 
them, and they recognized him as the 
leader. Tho whito men who died wero 
buried by thorn. Tho most important 
fact they communicated was that tho crow 
of whites left a lot of books with writing 
in them, which wero buried also at En- 
glefield. This spot u about 900 miles in- 
land, aud has not yet been reached by any 
exploring parties. It is proposed to fit 
out an expedition from Now York in tho 
spring to securo those records. 

An Ounoe and a Ton Weight. 

Au ouncu weight and a ton woight of 
iron will fall down a pit with equal speed 
and in equal timo, Until about 300 yoars 
ago all tho learned mon in tho world dis- 
beliovod and denied ifc Galileo, an Itali- 
an, taught tho contrary to tho popular be- 
lief. Tho University of Pisa challenged 
him to proof. Tho leaning tower of that 
city was just the place for such an cxpori- 
mont. Two balls wero obtained and 
weighed, and one was found to be oxactly 
double the woight of tho othor. Both 
were taken to tho top. All Pisa looked 
on, and crowds of dignitaries woro confi- 
dent that young Galileo, tho obscuro and 
despised, but honored and immortalized 
now, would ho proved to bo in error. Tho 
two bulls wero dropped at the eamo iu- 
staut. Old theory and the world said that 
tho large ball, being twice as heavy as tho 
less, must come down in half tho time. 
All eyes watchod. and lo! all eyes behold 
them striko tho earth at tho samo instant. 
Men then disboliovod tboir oyos, |and re- 
peated tho experiment many times, but 
each with tho samo result. Tho little ball 
was big enough to dostroy a theory two 
thousand yoars old; and hud it boon as 
little as a pea it would havo destroyed it 
just as well, or even more quickly. 

But how was this ? Did not tho earth 
draw down tho largo ball, which was 
double tho weight of tho smaller, with 
double tho force! Yos, truly, hut in 
drawing down tho large ball thoro was a 
donblo force of resistance to bo ovorcomo, 
and as the two forces acted in a given 
porportion on tho loss, tho volocity of the 
two was equal, though in bulk they wero 
unequal. Letussupposo that there bo 
two wagous, oue with a load of five tons, 
and tho other ten tons, and that tho un- 
equal horsepower — should not their speed 
bo equal, though their weight is unequal? 
No ; thero must be a double, horse-power 
to draw tho double weight to obtain equal 
speed. Let a ten-pound woight and a 
one-pound woight fall to tho earth at tho 
samo time, and the earth must draw down 
tho heavier woight with ton timos groator 
force than tho othor, that thoy may havo 
equal speed, and it does so. A tou woight 
of iron aud an ouneo weight, leaving tho 
top of a pit at tho samo instant, would 
Oiereforo at tho sumo iuataut full to tho 
bottom.

THE DISTREsirnTlNDIA. 



Scenes in the Famine-Stricken Districts. 



Au American missionary iu ono of 
the fiuniuo stricken districts of India 
writes: — 

Wo are in tho midst of tho famine- 
stricken district, and aro realizing, as 
we could elsewhere, what a famine is. 
All last year wo had ho rain to speak 
of over a largo part of India. The 
crops failed almost entirely in this 
region, and in the country south of us. 
Tho people never think of laying up n 
cont for "a raiuy day" (a dry day), 
and aro compelled to leave their fields 
and seek food — thoy know not where. 
Grain is now about six times its usual 
valuo, and this for a poor people is 
bad; but this is not so bad as the fact 
that nobody can get work, and henoe 
thero was no wages. In this oxtremity 
the Government has opened "relief 
works," building roads, tanks, artificial 
lakes, railroads, &c, in order to keep 
tho people at work. Yet, with all 
this, thero are hundreds dying every 
day of starvation, and will for some 
months to come — say till about Jan- 
uary. Then tho principal crop of tho 
year will bo ripe, and tho people will 
have food, provided the rain does not 
fail. 

Thoro aro now people horo from 
Dctarly every village within forty miles. 
Water has been plenty, owing to the 
wisdom of an engineer in building a 
largo artificial lake. Thousands of 
thoso people aro fed daily here, and 
yet it is impossible to reach all of the 
starviug ones. We foed from 300 to 
-100 persons in our yard every day. 
Many of these aro children, unable to 
work. Parents havo turned off their 
children to care for themselves. Hus- 
bands (among tho poor) almost invari- 
ably turn away their wives, and 
mothers are trying to sell and give 
away their children. Almost every 
day children aro brought horo for us 
to take. One woman camo with a child 
about four days old, aud said that if 
wo did not tako tho child she would 
kill it. Wo took child and mother and 
carod for them as best we could, but 
tho mother finally killed tho child by 
refusing to give it milk, although sho 
had plenty of it in hor breast. She 
had become almost insano with tho 
thought of supporting tho child in 
such a timo as this. A few days ago a 
little girl, about three years old, was 
found lying on our vovandah. We 
asked her where she cauio from, and 
sho said hor mother brought hor in 
sight of tho houso, and told hor to come 
horo and she would find a mother; and 
sho has. This shows how tho people 
are suficriug, for a mother parts with 
her child only as a last resort. Many 
persons havo como horo with their 
childrou, and asked us to keep them 
for a few weeks, while thoy wont up 
to tho relief works, and it is eneourag- 
to seo how tho peoplo trust us now. 
Wo find about 500 persons in our yard 
every raoruing, Wo select tho most 
noody, and set them to ono sido, for 
thoro are many who try to impose upon 
us, and who havo means of support. 
Wo boil rice, about two bushels a day, 
and givo it with bread to neody ones. 
Tho Government authorities give us 
100 native loaves of bread a day. Thoso wo 
outinto throe pieces each, and wo give each 
child a piece, which serves as a plate on 
which to put tho rice. Tho loaves aro 
about as large in diameter aa a dinner- 
phito, and a little thicker. Many chil- 
dren are so wasted away with huugor that 
thoy are actual'y living skeletons. Many 
wore so far gono when thoy camo that 
they will never recover. A few days ago 
1 found threo persons within an hour in 
different parts of the field noav by all 
Bpeechloss, and nearly gono with starva- 
tion. Thoro is a detachmont of polieo 
Whose duty it is to pick up tho doad 
bodies that aro found about tho streets. 
From seventeen to twonty-fivo aro re- 
ported at tho police offico as picked up 
i:\-ory day. This does not includo tho 
large numbers who dio daily in tho poor- 
houso and hospitals. Wo are contem- 
plating building a houso for orphans. 
Many aro now on our hands, and wo have 
no plaoo but a carriago or horso Bhed to 
keep them in.

A glance afc tho map of Constanti- 
nople will show the reader the general 
features of the city. Tbo old city, 
formerly Byzantium, but now called 
Stanbonl by tho Turks, is tho part 
which existed in 1453, when they cap- 
tured the place. It is nearly triangular, 
with the sea* of Marmora and the 
Golden Horn on two sides, and tho 
famous Seraglio Point at tho angle 
where tho two waters meet and are 
joined by the BosphoruB — a narrow 
winding strait sixteon miles long, 
which carries tho water of the Black 
Soa into the Sea of Marmora and 
Mediterranean. The ontire city is sur- 
ounded by tho lofty double wall built 
by tho Groco-Romans, with a deep foss 
on tho land side, which is now em- 
ployed iu tho peaceful cultivation of 
onions, tomatbes, and melons. Tho 
walls aro still in tolerable preservation, 
and exceedingly picturesque, although 
no longor of use for defensive purposes 
against tho missiles of modern warfare. 
Thoy are festooned with ivy and beau- 
tified by many massive crenelated and 
venerable towers, while it is quite 
common to see houses surmounting 
thorn and turning tho battlements into 
windows, casements and lattices being 
inserted in tho embrasures. At the 
south-western angle of tho walls is the 
fortress called the Yedoe Koulilier, or 
Seven Towers. This has often beon 
used as a dungeon for prisoners of 
state, iuto which tho foreign ambassa- 
dors wero formerly thrown upon the 
breaking out of hostilities, under the 
guard of a strong garrison, wnich is 
always maintained there. 

The Soraglio Point was, until within 
a fow years, the site of one of the most 
famous, romantic, and beautiful abodos 
of royalty tho world has soon. Com- 
manding from its airy and stately 
gold-fretted halls views of the Mar- 
mora, tho Bosphorus, and the Golden 
Horn, with tho snow-clad ranges of 
Mount Olympus and the site of Brusa, 
the capital of Turkey, visible in tho 
dim distance, its marble fountains ever 
spouting silver rain, its gardens ever 
in bloom, and tho gilded domes and 
minarots rising skyward around it like 
the fairy fabrics of the land of dreams, 
it was the central spot of the finest 
combination of natural and artificial 
scenery the world has yet seen. But 
the Soraglio was burned a few years 
ago, with all its mysterious and ro- 
mantic associations. Tne point re- 
mains; tho gardens remain; but the 
palace is gono, whither tho empire of 
which it was tho centre is going when 
Kismet pronounces its doom.— S. G. 
W. Benjamin, in Harper's Magaziuo.
